It would appear that 
punitive measures in the 
form of discontinuance or 
reduction in some school 
services were applied be¬ 
cause of the defeat of the 
$1.00 tax override in 1962. 
School bus transportation 
was already to be elimin¬ 
ated during the 1962-1963 
school year, and indeed it 
was not included in the 
final budget adopted by the 
Kramer Board. No Board 
member in his right mina 
would have dared to stand 
up and say: “Get those 
buses rolling and finance it 
out of teachers’ salaries.” It 
would have been tanta¬ 
mount to suicide. At a later 
date the Board decided to 
re-lnstate limited bus serv¬ 
ice and to finance it out of 
the undistributed reserves. 

Teachers' Salary Sacred 

It is the opinion of many 
citizens that the teachers 
salary account is almost 
sacred and can be virtually 
guaranteed to go unchal¬ 
lenged during budget dis¬ 
cussions. It would appear 
that this was the safest 
place, too, in the fiscal year 
1961-1962 to put more than 
$81,000 to be spent in other 
areas. Many Monrovians 
concluded that the sacred¬ 
ness of the teachers salary 
account and blank authori¬ 
zations for inter-budgetary 
transfers enabled the Sup¬ 
erintendent to run the 
School District in such a 
manner that many people 
became convinced of the 
need for a large tax over¬ 
ride.

In seeking Congressional approval for the Point Reyes 
National Seashore, the National Park Service estimated 
the cost of land acquisition at $15 million. Now that estab¬ 
lishment of the Park has been assured, it is revealed that 
the true cost of the land will be about $35 million. 

Proponents of the Administration’s medicare bill bland¬ 
ly argue that it will cost wage-earners only about 25 cents 
a week. But in testimony before the House Ways and 
Means Committee, Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare officials were forced to admit that the social 
security tax on a salary of $100 a week would have to 
be increa.sed from $348 to $429 a year just to get the 
program under way. This works out to $1.55 a week, not 
25 cents. 

Maybe we need a Consumers Counsel to protect tax¬ 
payers from filling large, economy-size legislative packages 
with hot air.

The U.S. Public Health Service reports that more than 400 thousand 
children under five years old are accidently poisoned in the home each 
year. Five hundred of these youngsters die needlessly. 

In an effort to bring the problem of accidental poisoning to the atten¬ 
tion of parents, Sierra Madre pharmacists will be available to their 
patrons to discuss the proper storage of medicines and toxic household 
products. The National Clearing House for Poison Control Centers esti¬ 
mates that two-thirds of the poisonings are due to neglect and improper 
storage of toxic materials. 

"Few of us are aware of the many poisonous products we have in our 
home," stated Rudolph Hartman. "And this is particularly true of medi¬ 
cines. When taken according to direction, medications are helpful . . . 
otherwise they can be deadly." Mr. Hartman also explained that deter¬ 
gents, petroleum products, bleaches and even polishes can be poisonous 
to children and adults.
